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A ir freight is a transportation Johnny- 
f Come-Lately. As a matter of fact, 
the airlifting of goods from point-to- 
point around the world—as we know it 
today—is little more than a decade old. 

True, sky shipping had its beginnings 
in the late Twenties. But it lost ground 
in the Thirties and marked time dur- 
ing the War Years of the Forties. Only 
after World War Two, armed with 
air supply techniques and aircraft devel- 
opments stemming from the conflict, did 
sky freight really sprout wings and be- 
gin to get off the ground. 

Since then—WOW! 

Air cargo has been forging ahead at 
a blistering pace.

ky freight is expanding at a terrific 
pace, both domestically and_ inter- 
nationally. 

On the domestic scene, air freight 
haulers are currently flying more than 
3,000 combination cargo-passenger 
schedules to and from more than 700 
major U. S. industrial and commercial 
centers. All-cargo aircraft, for their part, 
are being employed to shift freight to 
and from more than 80 major U. S. 
cities. 

With the commercial debut of the ad- 
vanced Canadair CL-44-D later this 
year, domestic air freight will surge 
ahead at a faster tempo. Reason? The 
CL-44-D, designed specifically for the 
transport of sky cargo, features a num- 
ber of outstanding innovations evolved 
to step up on-the-ground freight opera- 
tions; cut loading-unloading costs; and 
lend a new efficiency to the handling 
and hauling of air freight. 

New aircraft developments, expand- 
ed schedules, and fresh airlifting tech- 
niques, however, are only part of the 
domestic air cargo story.

Final figures on trans-Atlantic air 
freight in "60, issued recently by IATA, 
serve to underscore the fantastic strides 
forward that sky shipping is taking all 
over the world. They show that air 
freight haulers transported a walloping 
46,849 metric tons of cargo over the 
Atlantic last year—an increase of 28.7% 
over 1959 and twice the cargo trans- 
ported in °57.

® If you still believe that air freight 
is useful only in shipping “top priority 
emergency consignments” to distant 
points, you just don’t understand the 
fundamentals of air cargo today. 


If you do ship via air freight, but 
continue to apply antiquated surface 
freight concepts and techniques (exam- 


ple: holding all outbound merchandise’ 


for a once-a-day, 5 PM pickup) you're 
wasting time and money and denying 
your firm the many benefits sky ship- 
ping may provide—when utilized prop- 
erly.

Pickup and delivery. There is some 
form of pickup and delivery service 
available to shippers and their cus- 
tomers in all key air freight cities.

Coordinated highway-air service. A 
mounting number of highway car- 
riers (outstanding examples: — the 
Denver-Chicago Trucking Company; 
Consolidated Freightways; the 
Ryder System) are working closely 
with airlines to transport shipments 
to and from major air cargo facili- 
ties. One highway hauler, Armellini 
Truck Lines, is even transporting 
nothing but air freight, on an ex- 
press run from New England to 
Miami. There, outbound  consign- 
ments are loaded aboard Pan Amer- 
ican World Airways airfreighters 
bound for Central and South Amer- 
ica. 


Bus-air package service. Ship rea- 
sonably small consignments? Inter- 
ested in air freight, but think you're 
too far from a suitable airport to 
use the transport mode?

Here, at a glance, is the international 
sky cargo picture today: 


Air Freight, World: A Capsule Re- 
port. Global air freight is on the 
move. This year it’s expected to 
whiz substantially past the 2 billion 
cargo-ton-kilometer-mark. Reason? 
Expanded air freight capacity; 
beefed up schedules; and a growing 
number of jet freight hops. 


International Air Cargo Census. So 
important has sky shipping become 
to U.S. commerce and industry that 
the U.S. Bureau of the Census re- 
cently completed its first compilation 
of air freight statistics since 1947. 
Covered: shipments during the sur- 
vey period of March, 1960. Object 
of the survey: to determine how 
much freight, moving into or out 
of the U.S., is traveling via air 
freight, and to detail the commod- 
ities airlifted. 


Survey Statistics. Revealed by the 
survey is the fact that global sky 
shipments to and from this country 
are at an all time high. Air freight 
exports during the survey period 
totalled walloping 12,656,000 
pounds; imports, 8,537,000 pounds. 
Worth of airlifted exports: $48,- 
627,000; imports, $41,945,000. 


Top Air Freight Export-Import Air- 
port. New York City’s airports, the 
Federal survey emphasizes, rank far 
out in front of all others in the 
number of sky freight shipments, 
destined for overseas points or in- 
bound to key cities around the na- 
tion, they handle. During March, 
1960, New York International; La- 
Guardia; and Newark processed 27% 
of all airlifted exports and 77% of 
all airlifted merchandise inbound to 
U.S. points. 


Chief Markets For Airlifted Exports. 


Canada ranked as the nation’s #1 
export market, air freight-wise, dur- 
ing the survey period. Runners up: 
West Germany, France, and Vene- 
zuela. 


Chief Sources Of Airlifted Imports. 
Great Britain, France, Italy, West 
Germany, and Switzerland were the 
major exporters of airlifted goods, 
inbound to U.S. points, during the 
March, 1960, survey period. 


Major Commodities (Import) Mov- 
ing Via Air Freight. Top airlifted 
U.S. imports in March, 1960, in- 
cluded: woven wool fabrics; auto 
parts; electrical machinery and ap- 
paratus; wool wearing apparel; cot- 
ton wearing apparel; office, account- 
ing, and computing machines; and 
live animals. 


Major commodities (Export) Moving 
Via Air Freight. During the 1960 
survey period, top airlifted export 
commodities included: books and 
newspapers; auto, truck, and bus 
parts; drugs; eggs; wearing apparel; 
cut flowers; motion picture films; 
musical instruments. 


General Rules Governing Inbound 
Air Freight. The value of a given 
consignment, inbound to a U.S. des- 
tination, will determine whether it 
enters the country on a formal or 
informal entry basis. Any consign- 
ment valued at more than $250 en- 
ters the country under a formal en- 
try procedure; under $250, on an 
informal entry basis. Keystone of 
the procedure: an evaluation, by an 
appraiser, to determine the ship- 
ment’s true value and rate of duty 
before it enters the country. 


Exporting Via Air Freight. All con- 
signments outbound from the U.S. 
to overseas points require a Ship- 
pers Export Declaration. The ship- 
per submits his Declaration, plus an 
invoice and license to the airline 
picked to haul his goods. The car- 
rier then prepares an airway bill, 
checks his documents, and prepares 
any other papers needed. Customs 
may or may not check the shipper’s 


consignment. Final step: loading 
aboard a waiting overseas airfreight- 
er. 


International Air Freight Valuation 
Charges. Any overseas shipment 
with a high value per pound is sub- 
ject to valuation charges. Range: 
10¢-40¢ per $100 of value. Mini- 
mum charge: 28¢ per consignment. 


International Sky Cargo Insurance. 
General and valuable cargo insur- 
ance is available to international sky 
shippers. Rates: per $100 of value.

KO'S TIME & DISTANCE WITH JET AIR CARGO 


hen an epidemic threatens ,and 
air freight is used to speed vital 
drugs to where they're needed, the mercy 
mission generally makes the headlines. 

When the Cold War suddenly seems 
to be turning hot and airfreighters start 
hauling supplies and materials from the 
U.S. to the nation on the firing line, 
this, too, receives its fair share of the 
public’s attention. 

Not so the ordinary business emer- 
gency, requiring the airlifting of a com- 
ponent, with lightning speed, to some 
distant point.

Special requirement: sizzling speed in 
getting the replacement, so that the 
schedules of the remaining computers 
would not be interrupted. 

IBM Paris wired IBM New York. The 
SOS was acknowledged and a telephone 
call was made to IBM’s Parts Depot in 
Mechanicsburg, Pennsylvania. 

The replacement part was packaged; 
dispatched; and shifted to New York’s 
30th Street Heliport. Here, it was placed 
on a helicopter and forwarded to New 
York International Airport. 

Met by Air France, the part was proc- 
essed for shipment on the carrier's 10 
AM flight, 010. Seven hours later, the 
part was in Paris. 

Air freight had done it again! 


10:00 AM, 16 April: it’s bon voyage 
to the computer part. Loaded aboard 
an outbound jet, in just seven hours 
the component will be in Paris. So 
chalk up another one for air freight! 


6:50 AM, 16 April—At Air France’s 
Cargo Depot, New York International 
Airport, the computer part’s documents 
and waybill are double-checked by an 
AF employee. Everything’s in order!

A thority on all facets of sky ship- 
ping, the air freight forwarder is a key 
man in the sky cargo industry today. 

His main function is to consolidate 
small shipments. Object? To bring the 
aggregate weight of these shipments into 
a higher weight class, where the 100- 
pound-plus commodity rate may be ap- 
plied. Result? His rates may well be 
lower than those published by air freight 
haulers themselves. 

Actually, all U.S. air freight forwarders 
—both those in domestic and in inter- 
national air freight—operate as indirect 
air carriers. They are authorized by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board, through a Let- 
ter of Registration, to publish tariffs and 
issue airwaybills between a whole host 
of points, in the U.S. and overseas.

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U. S. sky shipping’s Big Three: the CAB, ATA, and IATA 


o a tremendous degree, air freight’s 

destiny and its future impact on 
U. S. distribution rests squarely on the 
efforts of three key organizations. The 
first represents the Federal government; 
the second, the air industry; and the 
third is global in scope. 

Over the years, the Civil Aeronautics 
Board (currently headed by Chairman 
Alan Boyd) has become a focal point 
of sky shipping rate and route decisions 
in the United States. The Air Transport 
Association (guided by Stuart Tipton) 
has likewise played an important role in 
air cargo’s development in this country. 
The International Air Transport Asso- 
ciation, finally, has helped (under the 
leadership of Director-General Sir Wil- 
liam P. Hildred) maintain the global air 
freight stability needed to enable inter- 
national sky shipping to soar to new 
horizons in traffic hauled, distance cov- 
ered, and shippers served. 


Civil Aeronautics Board: 


No public or private agency exerts 
a more profound influence on air freight 
transportation in the U. S. today than 
the Civil Aeronautics Board. From its 
offices in the Department of Commerce 
Building, Washington, the CAB serves 
both as the “watchdog” and policy mak- 
er of air transportation in this country. 
Its powers are broad and sweeping. 
Its control over commercial aviation is 
decisive. 

An independent unit, the CAB is 
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comprised of five members—serving over- 
lapping terms—appointed for six years 
by the President, subject to the approv- 
al of the Senate. Every year, the Presi- 
dent himself designates one of the five 
members as CAB chairman and another 
as vice chairman. 

Why was the CAB established? For a 
number of important reasons. 

First of all, back in the late Thirties, 
Congress found itself increasingly con- 
cerned about the lack of economic sta- 
bility in the nation’s fledgling air trans- 
port industry. Effective service; adequate 
routes; and dependable service were 
“musts.” But commercial aviation in the 
U. S., at this time, was sadly lacking on 
all counts. 

To achieve the desired economic sta- 
bility, boosted safety, and improved serv- 
ice, the Civil Aeronautics Act of 1938 
created the CAB and established a set 
of guidelines governing the unit’s scope 
of authority. 

A major assignment. handed the CAB 
was fostering and encouraging the 
growth of an adequate air transport 
system. Another was to preserve and 
enhance the advantages of air transpor- 
tation. And a third was the regulation 
of air commerce to improve its safety 
record. 

Today, these same _ yardsticks still 
guide the CAB in the performance of 
its duties. With its attention focused 
on these objectives, the Board does four 
vital jobs: 


* Who they are 


* What they do 
*How they work 


It regulates the economic aspects 
of air passenger and freight trans- 
portation in the U. S., th do- 
mestic and international. 

It investigates airplane disasters. 

) It establishes and enforces civil air 
pees designed to enhance air 
Safety. 

It plays a leading role in matters 
affecting U. S. air carriers engaged 
in international air transportation. 

From the standpoint of the sky ship- 
per, the CAB’s regulation of the econom- 
ic aspects of American air transportation 
is most important. 

Just what does this “regulation” en- 
compass? Briefly, the Board: 

1) Allows or denies certificates of pub- 

ic convenience and necessity to 
U. S. flag carriers, operating over 
both domestic and international 
routes. 

Provides or denies air permits to 
foreign airlines. 

Reviews and approves or disallows 
rate and rate practices and proce- 
dures of air carriers. 

Encourages the efficient, economi- 
cal airlifting of mail. 

Studies and passes on air agree- 
ments, contracts, mergers, and ac- 
quisitions. 

Enforces the provisions of the Civil 
Aeronautics Act. 

Cooperates and aids the U. S. State 
Department in the negotiation of 
agreements with other nations for 
the creation of air routes and 
services. 

To carry out these vital functions, 
the Board retains a large staff of ex- 
perts, grouped in divisions. Key units 
include: 


The Office of Compliance. Assign- 
ment: enforcing the economic regu- 
latory provisions of the Civil Aero- 
nautics Act and taking action to 
stem or correct all violations of these 
rovisions. 
he Bureau of Air Operations. As- 
signment: overseeing air carrier 
tariffs, routes, services, rates. 
The Bureau of Hearing Examiners. 
Assignment: taking command of all 
formal proceedings deriving from the 
economic regulatory provisions of 
the Civil Aeronautics Act.

Basically, IATA has three aims: 

1. To promote safe, regular, and eco- 

nomical air transportation for the peo- 

ple of the world: to foster air com- 
merce; and to analyze and _ study 
global air problems. 

2. To provide means for collaboration 

among the airlines of the world, en- 

gaged directly or indirectly in air 
transportation. 

3. To cooperate with the Internation- 

al Civil Aviation Organization and 

other international units. 

An all-important facet of IATA’s work 
is the establishment and maintenance 
of international air freight rates. Under 
IATA’s rate-making setup—developed by 
its world-wide airline membership—rates 
covering air freight are discussed at 
regular intervals at regional or joint rate 
conferences. Rate agreements OKd unan- 
imously are binding on all IATA mem- 
bers. Condition: the approval of the 
individual governments concerned. 

If the members do not come to an 
agreement—the situation developing last 
February, with regard to trans-Atlantic 
air freight rates—an “open rate” en- 
sues. The member carriers are free to 
set their own tariffs until an agreement 
is reached. 

IATA currently maintains offices in 
New York, Paris, London, Singapore, and 
Bangkok. Its New York City address:

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"Joint air-truck service will become in- 
creasingly important in the years ahead, 
both to motor freight and air carriers."

Out to lend new muscle to its highway 
hauling operations, Interstate Motor Lines 
is currently in the midst of a $680,000 
fleet expansion program. Added: 20 heavily 
insulated, 40-foot refrigerated utility 
trailers ; 19 heavy-duty, solid-side, open- 
top 40-foot trailers; and 15 diesel-pow- 
ered White Freightliner tractors. 

"IML's 1961 modernization program is in 
keeping with company policy to always 
strive to give better service by using bet- 
ter and more efficient facilities as they 
become availa: says IML Vice President 
Carter. "IML has noted a substantial in- 
crease in perishables and LTL shipments. 
Our modernized fleet of 203 pickup and de- 
livery trucks ; 309 tractors; and 497 trail- 
ers make a total of 1009 units which meet 
Shippers’ needs in today's expanding and 
demanding markets." 

To properly care for the substantial 
gains in the hauling of frozen foods and 
perishables, 30 new Thermo King tempera- 
ture-controlled trailers were added in 1960 
and delivery of 20 new Thermo King Utility 
trailers were made last March and April. 
The close calibration of the thermostats 
makes the units foolproof and they can be 
used for cooling or heating, Mr. Carter 
points out. 

As a part of IML's modernization pro- 
gram the company is standardizing on 40- 
foot, high-cube trailers, which have al- 
ready largely replaced the former 35-foot 
units. 

To speed handling at shipside of in- 
creased import-export traffic IML recent- 
ly added flexible hi-lo hydraulic-operated 
semi-trailers which ideally meet the vary- 
ing loading conditions of West Coast piers. 
The bed of the units tilts forward or back- 
ward or to either side for level loading. 
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Delivery of the Freightliners was recent- 
ly completed as was delivery of the solid- 
Side, open-top trailers. 


Purchased recently by Ringsby Truck 
Lines: Arizona Pacific Tank Lines, a west- 
ern bulk liquid hauling organization. 

In announcing the acquisition Gail H. 
Crawford, executive vice president and 
general manager of the Denver-based trans- 
continental motor freight line, revealed 
that the purchase price of $350,000 in- 
cludes all operating equipment ; authority ; 
and accounts of the Compton (Calif.) line. 

Why the purchase? Mr. Crawford firmly 
believes in the future of the bulk com- 
modity operation. "With increased empha- 
sis on the transportation of many commod- 
ities in bulk form," he points out, "there 
is virtually no limit to the potential of 
this new Ringsby subsidiary." 

Since its inception as a bulk commodity 
hauler, back in 1946, APTL has grown stead- 
ily. Crude cottonseed oil and molasses 
comprised the major commodities hauled by 
the line at the time. Today, APTL leads all 
of its southwestern competitors in the han- 
dling of vegetable oils; liquid sugar; farm 
chemicals; and petroleum products. 

APTL maintains terminals in Phoenix and 
in Richmond and Compton, California. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Crawford, the firm will con- 
tinue to make its GHQ in Southern Califor- 
nia. There are no plans, he emphasizes, for 
changes in Arizona Pacific's operating 
policy or management personnel. 
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Containerization progress! That was the 
underlying theme of an eye-opening demon- 
stration recently conducted by the Frue- 
hauf Trailer Company, in conjunction with 
the American President Line. More than 150 
shippers, motor freight executives, mari- 
time officials, and government personnel 
were on hand to see Fruehauf's spanking- 
new Twin 20 Vans swing into action as key- 
stones of a newly inaugurated U.S.-Orient 
land=-sea operation launched by APL. 

Comprised of two individual 20 foot units 
—each with separate wheels and axles—the 
Twin 20s are locked in tandem with four 
coupling clamps. Bogies are coupled to- 
gether at the back end of the paired units 
to make a standard 40-foot trailer. 

Commenting on the new Fruehauf develop- 
ment, A. A. Kearney, Vice President of Frue- 
hauf's Pacific Coast Division, emphasizes: 

"There are numerous features of the Frue- 
hauf container that combine to make it one 
of the most versatile, adaptable, and most 
highly mechanized container systems avail- 
able. 

"The key to the swiftness and ease of our 
operation is in the coupler itself, which 
holds the two 20-ft. units securely locked 
for over=-the-road, piggyback, and fishy- 
back operation. APL's organization of this 
new service, in preparing new ships to ac- 
commodate the vans and opening up large 
scale container routes to the Orient, is 
a giant step forward in freight transpor- 
tation history." 


CARRIER 


Two new Sea Racer Cargoliners, built by 
APL at a cost of $32 million, are designed 
to carry trailer size containers in their 
holds and on deck. An additional two ships 
were recently converted and modified to 
carry large size van shipments. Recently, 
two large midwest trucking companies pur- 
chased sizeable quantities of the vans for 
use in this service, which will utilize all 
forms of carriers, private operators and 
railroads, in the land movement of the 
vans. 

The Fruehauf units are unique in their 
simplified coupling method, moveable and 
demountable wheel and axles, and landing 
gear assemblies. They will be taken on 
shipboard with a large gantry crane locat- 
ed above the ship's container hatch. The 
hatch permits a vertical stack of six con- 
tainers, which have been designed to hold 
up under stacking, rolling, or tipping 
which they may encounter on shipboard. 


Recession? Business bad? Not according 
to the Strickland Transportation Company.

B proaches to stubborn problems 
are lending a new efficiency to sky ship- 
ping. Proof? Here it is: 

A newly designed circular desk with 
an automatic Lazy Susan at its center 
enables United Air Lines air freight 
agents at Chicago’s Midway Airport to 
answer customers’ queries far faster than 
previously possible. 

Known as a Mainliner Freight Desk, 
the unique piece of equipment was 
manufactured for United by the Acme 
Visible Records Company of Crozet, 
Virginia. It has a circumference of 40 
feet. Work positions for 10 air freight 
agents radiate from its Lazy Susan- 
center—like spokes from the hub of a 
wheel. 


efficient Lazy Susan 


The Lazy Susan, 13 feet in diameter, 
holds rate cards, tariffs, and other basic 
information required for reference in ans- 
wering customers’ questions. Such mate- 
rial formerly had to be fished out of 
filing cabinets—a time-consuming proce- 
dure. Now agents merely push a button 
to rotate the Lazy Susan, bringing the 
data within reach. 

Each work location has a multi-pur- 
pose telephone system which includes 
private line connections with United’s 
freight terminal at O’Hare Field (Chica- 
go) and the company’s Operating Base 
in Denver. Microphones are provided for 
direct communications with the freight- 
handling area at Midway. 

A facsimile transmitting machine links 
United’s air freight departments at Mid- 
way and O'Hare Field. Telautograph 
also is used to flash messages between 
the Midway freight office, the cartage 
agent, and United’s Midway flight dis- 
patch office. 

Installation of similar Mainliner 
Freight Desks and related communica- 
tions equipment is planned at other ma- 
jor air freight terminals on United’s 14,- 
000-mile system. 

Elsewhere, a new type of container, 
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which unobtrusively makes use of other- 
wise unoccupied space aboard Jet Clip- 
pers to transport mail and small packages 
of cargo, has been placed in operation 
on the New York-London flights of 
Pan American Airways. 

When all passenger seats on the jet 
airliners are not occupied, the new col- 
lapsible cabin cargo containers are in- 
stalled, with each one filling the space 
of a single seat. The installation is com- 
pleted quickly, just prior to departure. 
At present four of the containers are 


occasionally placed in service per flight, 
although 12 of them, increasing a jet’s 
cargo capacity by almost three tons, 
could be used simultaneously. 

When not in use, the container resem- 
bles a folded under-sized ping-pong table 
and occupies little space. It weighs 122 
pounds and its 48-cubic-feet capacity 
can hold 490 pounds of cargo. Tested 
extensively late last year on flights be- 
tween Honolulu and Manila, it is in serv- 
ice now on both PAA’s Pacific and At- 
lantic routes.

cant would be inconsistent with his status 
as a for-hire motor carrier of the same 
commodities to a portion of the involved 
area. 

Under the proposal involved, the ap- 
plicant would hold himself out to car- 
riers or shippers willing to avail them- 
selves of his services. He indicated, 
however, that separate records would 
be kept for the brokerage and transpor- 
tation operations. 

The Commission in its opinion pointed 
out that an applicant for a brokerage 
license must establish, among other 
things, that he will exercise an inde- 
pendent and unrestrained judgment in 
selecting motor carriers and thereby pro- 
vide the public with the best and most 
economical transportation service avail- 
able. 

Since applicant authorized to 
conduct motor carrier operations into 
at least a portion of the area involved, 
he would have the opportunity of prac- 
ticing rate discrimination among_ his 
patrons. Although such dual operations 
are not always condemned, it held that 
the applicant in the case at hand had 
failed to show that effective competition 
between existing carriers would or could 
prevail on business that he would obtain 
for transportation between points which 
he is authorized to serve as a common 
carrier. 

In concluding, the Commission found 
further that the applicant had failed to 
establish a need for the brokerage serv- 
ice to those points which he is not 
authorized to serve.

"It 
also provides a 'safety factor' for expan- 
sion." During the next two years, Spector 
will spend heavily to accommodate a whole 
host of new customers. 

Major construction projects launched or 
Slated to be launched by the carrier, in- 
clude: 


e Creation of a $145,000 relay station 
in Ripley, New York. Object: to expedite 
the "making" and “breaking” of double-bot- 
toms leaving and entering the New York 
Thruway. This relay station is already mov- 
ing into high gear. Drivers are changed in 
Pony Express fashion; westbound "doubles" 
are split; and individual units, each with 
its own tractor, are sent on to the Ohio 
Turnpike. Here, units are recombined for 
the remainder of the journey to Chicago. 

e Development of a $250,000 relay station 
in Somerset, Pennsylvania. Designed to ac- 
commodate equipment and drivers headed east 
or west on the Pennsylvania Turnpike, the 
station provides facilities for inspec- 


tion, emergency maintenance, and refuel- 
ing. 


Other Spector projects: 

Chicago—A $250,000 expansion of the 
present terminal has been completed on re- 
cently acquired land. A 1,100 cart drag- 
line system has been installed and 18,000 
square feet of dock area have been added. 
Doors have been increased from 102 to 138. 

Rockford, Illinois—$35,000 expansion 
program has tripled the terminal's size and 
freight handling capacity. The dock was en- 
larged to 6,640 square feet, doors in- 
creased to total of 29.
